THE "LUNCHROOM STORY 


Found in Judy Bonner’s "Investigation of a Homicide" is such an 
incredible document, that it should leave no one with any doubt 
whatsoever in their minds that Oswald could not possibly have fired 
a rifle at President Kennedy. 

This book, pertaining to the assassination of John F. Kennedy is 
scarce and as the cover logo claims, "..contains information printed 
no where else . " 

"Investigation of a Homicide" was published in 1969. Ms. Bonner was 
a friend and journalist in good standing with the Dallas police. Her 
book seems condusive to supporting their findings and various radio logs 
and police reports were freely supplied by the department. 

Page 262 reveals a copy of an AFFIDAVIT IN ANY FACT unsigned by 
Dallas police officer M. L. Baker. We might call it an AFFIEAVIT "JUST 
IN CASE". It was obviously typed for a man (in pursuit of an assassin) 
well in advance of his ultimate debriefing. 

Officer Baker was one of two men, (the other being Roy Truly, the 
building superinterujekt where Oswald worked), who testified tefore the 
Warren Commission and should have conceivably provided an ironclad alibi 
for Oswald subsequent to gunfire in Dealey Plaza. 

The Warren Report claimed that Oswald fired shots from the 6 th floor 
of the book building and was encountered in the 2 nd floor lunchroom an 
estimated two minutes (maybe less) after the shots. 

In Commission Exhibit 3076 (found on page 679 in the last of the 
Commissions 26 volumes of hearings and exhibits), a poor cojy of his 
personally handwritten statement, Baker wrote that "no one else was seen 
in the vicinity of the lunchroom.” The conclusions in the final Report 
didn't mention this as though it was considered of no consequence- (?)

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It is therefore quite interesting to note that at some time on that 
friday afternoon after Oswald ''s arrest, building superintendent Truly 
had spontanously "leaked" to press and public during an on the spot 
KLIF radio interview, that he, (Baker), and Oswald were in the lunchroom 
If anyone else was there, Mir. Truly was never pressed for this knowledge 
in his testimony before the Commission. 

Both Truly and the patrolman proceeded to upper floors leaving Oswald 
behind as he apparently purchased a soda out of the soft drink machine 
and left the lunchroom. 
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We can assume that Oswald was alone in the lunchroom. (1) Baker's 
letter indicates (2) Truly mentioned no one (3) No one else ever came 
forward and expressed that they were there. 

Although he had no previous criminal background, a policeman's alibi 
was still not good enough for the likes of Oswald. Furthermore, Dallas 
police authorities claimed they had never heard of Oswald before, but 
they were absolutely positive that he was a killer. All of this was 
amazingly learned in less than an hour of remarkably stupendous on the 
spot investigation utilizing dubious shreds of very controversial, 
highly circumstantial, and virtually unsubstantiated "evidence". 

So we have learned that publicity of the lunchroom story actually 
forced it into the Commission’s Report from the very beginning and 
then the entire world was asked to believe that a Super Lee had emerged 
able to leap tall school book depositories in a single bound! 

Immediately following the gunfire in Dealey Plaza, many reporters 
scurried out of their press cars and into nearby offices anxious to 
phone in an incredible bulletin to their respective editors. Some of 
these reporters hastened to the Texas School Book Depository and 
impatiently complained of delay in using these telephones. All of the 
lines were tied up instantaneosly in the rush to grab the instruments. 

One line that should have been available (if it wasn't .otherwise 
supposed to be busy) was the one reserved for employees’ personal calls, 
the one to the 2nd floor lunchroom where Lee Oswald was alone .
